Within a week. ‘‘here is no general dis+ 
position among democrats in the house to 
screen the administration in this cause.

Creary, of the foreign affairs commiittee, 
is one of the few members of the house 
who is championing the administration 
cause. His cummitice today refused to re- 
port the resolution introuuced by Mr. Hitt 
yesterday, caliing for the papers, but he 
will probably have to do so mext week. 
Severai democrats in the house are already 
preparing speeches aisugreeing with the 
course of the administration. A prominent 
member of congress, who has talked with 
the president recently on the subject. of 
au income tax, suys Mr. Cieveiand is really 
with the house on the subject of an income 
tax. He says the president’s message in 
tavor of a small tax on incomes derived 
trom corporative investment was put in 
for certain purpuses, and that he knows 
that the president does not object to a 
tax t' _. would reach incomes of every 
description above a certain amount, say 
$4,000. He says Mr. Cleveland will throw 
no ovstacies in the way of a tax of this 
character, ‘This same gentleman says the 
president will ifSist wpon’ congréss’ giving 
the secretary of the treasury authority to 
‘fesue bonds at the will of the secretary. 
Weorking Up a Caucns. 

Mr. Boatner, of Louisiana, who is one 
of the chief movers in getting up the 
democratic caucus on the tariff bill, said 
today that a caucus would positively be 
held. He has made a close canvass of the 
house, and tinds the majority of the demo- 
cratic members signifying a wiilingness to 
sign a caucus call. The actual petition has 
not yet been circulated, but will be within 
a few days ‘The majority of democrats, he 
says, believe in getting together in this 
matter, and they will do so. It is not 
probable, however, that many material 
changes will be made in the bill. 

Whelchel Is Ruled Out. 

Mr. Tate received a letter from the post- 
master general today notifying him tnat 
the department could not appoint W. D. 
Whelchel as postmaster at Guinesvilie, he 
being ruled out under the ex-office holder 
decision. The postmaster general requested 
Mr. Tate to recommend some one of the 
ether applicants for the office. Mr. Tate 
will probably make a recommendation with- 
in the next two or three days, though 4s 
yet he has not decided upon any one, 

Calls at the White House. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond, of Atlanta, spent 
yesterday. here. He simply stopped over 
on his return to Atlanta from a business 
trip to Philadelphia. Colonel Hammond 
called on President Cleveland this morning 
to pay his respects. There was a crowd at 
the white house, however, and he had but a 
few ininutes’ chat with the president. 
Colonel Hammond spent the remainder of 
the day among his old colleagues in the 
house of representatives. He left for home 
tonight. 

David Has Not Dropped It. 

Senator Hill is going to make a hard 
fight this session in his effort to change the 
rules of the senate, so as to provide for the 
previous question, or in some way to pro- 
vide rules that will cut off filibustering. 

The amendments offered by Mr. Hill have 
been referred to the committee on rules, 
- which is expected to consider them soon, 
perhaps next week. Mr. Hill is anxious 
for the senate to act, but he says he sup- 
poses it will be slow work, as the dignity, 
the traditions or whatever you may call it 
of the senate must be observed, before any- 
thing can be done. “It is foolish,’’ he said 
today, ‘‘for the amendments I have offered 
are so necessary. It appears to me that it 
ought not to take more than twé@é minutes to 
secure their adoption.”’ 

Mr. Hill said he would not rush the sena- 
tors so hard for action, that it would seem 
discourteous in him. “But,” he added, “‘I 
shall not forget that there is such a propo- 
sition pending as a change in the senate 
rules.”’ 

America’s Handsomest Building. 

The new congressional library building, 
which is being erected just opposite the 
capitol, will be the handsomest government 
bullding in Washington. It has already 
been under construction for nearly five 
years and the walls, capped by a huge 
gilded Gome, are already up. The building 
will not be completed until 1895. Already 
$4,000,000 has been expended upon ft, and 
its cost when completed will be between 
$6,009,000 and $7,000,000. The building is per- 
haps the most artistic and handsamest in 
Americ a. 

Simpson on the Populists. 


Representative Jerry Simpson apparently 
has great confidence in the populist party 
and great hopes for it. Jerry loves to talk 
about it. When asked if the populist par- 
ty was dead, he smiled, and repeating the 
query, said: ar 

“Well, hardly. This is the time of the 
year for killings. This is the season when 
the farmer kills his hogs, and the populists 
are supposed to be killed about the same 
time. Whenever we are killed we break 
up into larger pieces than ever, and be- 
fore long those pieces will be so big they’! 
cover the entire country. Seriously,” con- 
tinued the Kansas statesman, ‘our party 
is stronger than ever. We were the only 
party that made gains in the last election. 
We podlied 12,000 votes in Virginia in 1892.

Washington, December 7.—The visit of 
Governor Altgeld and prominent democrats 
to Washington in connection with the un- 
veiling of the Shields statue has given rise 
to considerable speculation in regard to the 
coming senatorial contest in the state of 
One of the significant. evénts of 


Morrison made on Governor Altgeld, fol- 
conference between 
those gentiemen. Among those who ac- 
companied Governor Altgeld were several 
friends of Colonel Morrison, and the Illinois 
politicians here are disposed to think that 
the visit of Governor Altgeld has resulted 
in a combination between the Altgeld and 
Morrison forces to control the next sena- 
torial contest in Illinois. It is the unwrit- 
ten law of Illinois politicians that, when 
both senators are of the same political 
party, one shall be from the great metro-~- 
politan city of Chicago. It is because of 
this rule that so many are disposed to 
give publicity to the rumors of a combi- 
nation between Altgeld and Morrison. Such 
a combination, of course, means opposition 
to Senator Palmer, and will have as its 
object the-election of Colonel William A. 
Morrison to su¢cceed Senator Cullom, in 
the event of the democrats controlling the 
next senatorial election and ‘the subsequent 
election of Governor Altgekl to succeed 
Senator Palmer in 1897. 

The position of the Illinois democrats in 
years ago, questioning the constitutional 
right of a governor to be elected United 
States senator during the term for which 
he is selected as governor, precludes the 
possibility of Governor Altgeld becoming a 
candidate next year. Therefore, if he is 
to become United States senator at the 
expiration of his term of office, -it is first 
essential that the United States senator 
to be chosen by the legislature to be elect- 
ed next year shall be from the southern 
part of the state, in order that Senator 
Palmer’s successor may be chosen from 
the city of Chicago at a time when Gover- 
nor Altgeld will be the logical candidate 
for this honor.

| GIRLS IN TBARS. 


Miss Dean, Their Loved Schoolmate, 
Died from Her Injories, 


FOUR SPENT THE NIGHT IN THE WOODS 


They Were Terribly Frightened, 
and Ran Far Away. 


KIND FRIENDS SUPPLIED GARMENTS 


The Scenes After the Fire Were A ffacting. 
Alithe Studeuts Have Bern Account- 
ed For—New Quarters Secured. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 7.—(Specia!.) 
As a result ef the Southern university fire 
last night, Miss Minnie Dean, of Warrior, 
Ala., a lovely young woman and a member 
of the senior class, is dead, and Virginia 
West, a chambermaid, is not expected to 
recover. The other parties who were in- 
jured will recover beyond doubt. Miss 
Dean’s parents arrived in the city this 
morning and left with her remains at noon. 

When the fire was discovered, about Il 
o’clock last night, the teachers ran down 
the hall screaming: 

“Fire! Fire! Girls, fiy for your lives! 
You have no time to dress!” 

Many of the young ladies rushed madly 
Others became panic- 
stricken and halted: One locked herself in 
her wardrobe, and had to be taken out by 
force. Several crawled under their beds 
and ¢rgd to be pulled out. Once out in the 
chi air their senses were restored. 

Then it was that the pandemonium reach- 
ed its height. The girls were so scattered 
that it was impossible to have any account- 
ing. It was stated that several girls were 
in the burning building. Sister was separ- 
ated from sister, room-mate from room- 
mate, and it naturally oceurred to each 
girl that her loved one was among the un 
fortunates. In this state of anxiety and 
dread, kind persons bundled little groups 
off to neighboring residences and some were 
brought to:the city and lodged at the hotels. 
Many a poor girl spent the night in prayer 
and tears, lest there be some friend among 
the unfortunates. 

In the Woods All Night. 

Four girls clad in night gowns were found 
early this morning huddled together in the 
woods near the lake. They had been there 
all night and were frightened almost to 
death. This morning the girls were mus- 
tered in the parlor at the Caldwell hotel. 
It was almost amusing to observe the cos-, 
tumes worn on the occasion. Scarcely any 
of the girls ‘escaped with any clothing ex- 
cept their night dresses and, of course, they 
had to borrow. Many a frail little girl 
wore the wrapper of a stout matron and 
many a tiny foot was encased. in a shoe 
that might have fit the wearer’s papa. AS 
a girl who had been missing would enter 
the room, the others would fly to her and 
shower caresses and tears upon her.. When 


‘the roll was called all answered to their 


names except those known to be dead or 
injured. By noon comfortable. althoug 
not in every case becoming, clothing had 
been provided for all the girls: and they 
went to the train as an escort to the re- 
mains of their dead comrade. 

All of them were crying bitterly and the 
sight was an extremely sad one. The coffin 
was covered with flowers and the remains 
were taken to Warrior, where they were 
buried this afternoon. “Miss Dean was nine- 
teen years old and an intelligent, beautiful 

irl. 

. Quite a Heavy Loss. 

The building and furniture, which belong- 
ed to the Elyton Land Company, were 
worth $53,000 and were insured for 317,000. 
They were reduced to ashes. Manly & Co.’s 
insurance agency sustains most of the loss- 
es. This afternoon the trustees of the col- 
lege arranged to secure the Eagle hotel, a 
roomy and desirable building in the city, 
and the school exercises will be resumed 
there tomorrow.

Mr. New gave orders to 
Detective F. C. Frooest, the London de- 
tective, to suppress William Lord Moore 
and probably meet Moore in London. The

placed in the witness box. Judge Ham- 
mond, by prompt rulings and night sessions 
will reduce the time consumed in the former 
tedious trial. Other London witnesses are 
expected to arrive Monday to testify to the 
identity of the defendant as William Lord 
Moore, of London, and as the trial ad- 
vances it will be more interesting.

| GETTING REVENGE. 


Carolina’s Legislature Is Not Disposed 


to Give Charleston Quarter. 


REFORMERS HAVE GRIEVANCES 


They Propose to Settle Some Old 
Scores by Slicing the County. 


RAILROADS ARE SHARPLY ATTACKED 


‘A Fight Was Started on the Sa’aries of 
School Commissioners and It 
Spread Rapidly. 


Columbia, S. C., December 7.—(Special.)— 

The signs are that no mercy is to 
shown Charieston by the present legisia- 
ture. This was clearly shown by the action 
of the senate last night and by the house 
.today in the consideration of what is known 
This bill pro- 
vides changes in the limits of Berkeley 
county, so that a slice shall be taken off and 
put on Charleston. 

There was a very spirited debate on this 
bill-in the senate last night. The Charles- 
ton senators,-with one or two others who 
were opposed to legislation hostile to 
spoke vigorously ‘against this 
measure, but to no effect, as the bill passed 
its second reading by a vote of 23 to 8. 

Senator Jenk:ns, of Berkeley, supported 
the measure. He said that the county of 


) Berkeley tvas created to relieve Charleston 


of an incubus—to free it from negro dom- 
ination. But the people’ of Berkeley are 
now willing to take their burdens upon 
themselves. Conditions have changed and 
there is no longer any danger of negro dom- 
ination. The eight-box law makes it im- 
possible for negroes to vote. Many people 
in Berkeley county are now compelled to 
travel seventy miles in order to reach the 
county seat to pay taxes and serve as ju- 
rors. Citizens from some sections of the 
county are compelled to spend a night and 
a day in Charieston while going to or re- 
turning from Mt. Pleasant. 

Senator Smythe, of Charleston, declared 
that if this bill were prepared for any other 
county than Charleston it would not be 
tolerated for a moment. Charleston was a 
legal county, and if Berkeley wanted to 
change its county seat it was easy enoupls 
to do it without putting off on his county 
a sliice of useless territory. Charleston 
county had not been consulted and her rep- 
resentatives were opposed to it. 

Senator Wilson contended that Charleston 
county was below the constitutional require- 
‘ment in area... 

Senator Finley, of York, 4 reformer and 
the most liberal minded one in the legisla- 
ture, spoke in Charleston’s. behalf. Argu- 

ent had been brought to bear to the ef- 
ect that the legislature could at pleasure 
thange the boundary lines of counties. Re- 
ferring to Florence county, the amy coun- 
ty recently organized, he maintained that 
the boundary lines had not been charged, 
as it proposed to do in Charleston's 
ease. 

Sengtor Jenkins made the statement that 
nine out of every ten litigants in Berkeley 
.are picked ip"py some Breed street lawyer, 
because they must pass through Charleston 
to reach the county seat. 

Lawyers Would Starve. 

Senator Buist, of Charleston, replied to 
this by saying that if the bar of Charleston 
depended on Berkeley for one-half of their 
practice they would be forced to live on 
cheese and crackers without sugar. The 
county of Berkeley had been organized in 
order to keep Charleston in line with the 
democracy of the state. ut the people of 
Berkeley had now gotten so powerful that 
they wanted to unload on Charleston,.and 
he felt that Charleston could not be kept 
in line with the democracy if the negroes 
of the islands were put upon her. He un- 
derstood that Charleston was to have a 
metropolitan police and that she was jo be 
put in the “black district’”’ in order’ that 
her people might be humiliated. For what 
reason this legislation of revenge and en- 
mity was proposed he did not know: but 
from such wrevgs, in the language of the 
litany of his church, ‘‘Good Lord deliver 
us.’”’ 

The bill evoked some debate today, but 
was finally referred to a special committee 
of one member from each delegation. This 
is regarded as unfavorable to the bill. 

Legislation on Schools. 

There was a great deal of school talk in 
the house today. The act providing for the 
establishment of school districts was amend- 
ed so that separate districts should be es- 
tablished upon the petition of a majority of 
the voters of any community. The law in 
regard to teacners’ certificates was amend- 
ed so that first grade certificates shall be 
good for five years, with the proviso that 
the provisions of the act shall not apply to 
certificates now in force, and that holders 
of the new certificates remain in activé 
service. 

A bill to reduce the salary of the school 
commissioner of Lancaster county to $300 
occasioned a great deal of confused and 
amusing debate. About twenty members 
proposed that their commissioners come un- 
der the provisions of the bill. Mr. Pearman, 
of Anderson, wanted Anderson included, but 
his colleague, Mr. Watson, strenuously ob- 
jected. Then Mr. Jordan wanted to amend 
by making the salary $400 for the com- 
missioner of each county. This aroused a 
great many members and was tabled. The 
matter was finally disposed of by a motion 
to recommit the bill in order that the va- 
rious delegations could fix the salaries for 
their counties.

J. R. Jetfries, Union; D. T. Redfearn, Ches- 
terfield; W. H. Mauldin, Hampton; Jesse H.

There is a 
great deal of adverse criticism on the 
defeat of Colonel Orr, as he is conceded to 
be the man who was most instrumental in 
establishing the college and whose influ- 
ence ‘and means have materially assisted 
the instution when it was in need. 

Roasting the Railroads. 

The senate was unsparing in its treatment 
of corporations today and “‘rebellious’’ cor- 
porations were made to feel senatorial 
wrath. The bill under constderafion was 
one to provide for the forfeiture of the 
charter of any corporation created under 
the laws of this state for neglecting to pay 
taxes as assessed. This is the measure 
about which the governor opened the vials 
of his wrath in his measure. The feature of 
the debate was that Senator Timmerman, of 
Edgefield, one of the governor's lieutenants, 
spoke vehemently against the bill. ‘The bill 
did not develop the strength expected, and 
it came within five votes of being killed. 
Senator Smythe opened the debate by op- 
posing the bill. The object, he said, was to 
prevent railroads from going into the 
United States courts to enjoin the state 
from compelling them to pay taxes. The 
legislature of South Carolina is an impor- 
tant body, but some things are beyond its 
jurisdiction. The passage of this act would 
be construed as preventing suitors from gZo- 
ing into court and would be déclared ‘illegal.

Governor Tiliman le Making the War 
on Rum Hotter Than Ever. 

Columbia, S. C., December 7.—(Special.)— 
The administration substitute dispensary 
bill, introduced in the senate tonight, is a 
corker. It plugs up all the crevices in the 
existing law and is a drastic, iron-bound 
measure. Under it no drink containing a 
trace of alcohol is allowed to: be sold, given 
away, held in possession, taken from a 
depot, unless it has the stamp of the dis- 
pensary on it. Violation of this is made 
punishable by thirty days’ 
$100 fine, together with confiscation of the 
liquor. Railroads are prohibited from haul- 
ing liquors and the latter are seizable by a 
constable without warrant. TzZere may be 
dispensaries in every county, but a majority 
of ten freeholders in any township can pre- 
vent the establishment of a dispensary. 
In places where liquor selling was prohibited 
previous to July 1, 1893, one-fourth of the 
voters can call an election, which a majority 
vote shall decide. 


Dry counties must pay. for constables to 


enforce the law in such counties. Citizens 
may have liquor from dispensaries shipped 
to them. Any person can make wine for 
his own use and can sell the same through 
the dispensaries by. paying a commission of 
10 per cent. The .payment of a United 
States tax or any placard indicating that 
liquors are sold, is evidence that the law is 
being violated. Hotels where tourists stop 
are exempted from the ‘‘nuisance’’ provision 
and may be agents of dispensaries on giv- 
ing $3,000 bond. Al] penalties are under trial 
justice jurisdiction, and warrants are issu- 
able on the oath of any person who swears 
upon information and belief. (Distillers 
must report quarterly as to thelr product 
and its disposition. Constables may search 
depots, etc., without a warrant. ~ Any per- 
son who resists any constable or officer, or 
attempts to seize liquor sold, is made guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Dispensaries are al- 
lowed to sell beer, by the glass, but no loaf- 
ing is allowed.

THE EXECUTION OF TENNIS 
For the Murder of Agnes Wright 
Near Harrisburg, Pa. 

Harrisburg, Pa., December 7.—Tennis was 
hanged in the Dauphin county jail yard 
this morning in the presence of over 1,000 
spectators. The drop fell at 11:30 o'clock, 
and fifteen minutes after the- physicians 
pronounced him. dead. This afternoon his 
body was taken to Hummelstown for burial. 
The crush to get inside the jail yard was 
something awful. Three men fainted and 
had to be taken out of the crowd by the 
police. Tennis mounted the gallows with a 
a firm tread, and at once made a brief 
prayer in German. This morning the 
parents of Tennis’s victim visited him and 
cheerfully granted him forgiveness. They 
were also present at the execution. 

His crime was one of the most revolting 
in the annals of criminal history of Penn- 
Sylvania. His victim was Agnes Cooper 
Wright, a school girl of nine years, whom 
he outraged and then choked to death be- 
cause of her threat to expose him to her 
mother. The crime was committed on 
September 9,. 1893, and one week later Ten- 
nis was arrested while at work in a corn- 
tield near the scene. On his way to Dau- 
phin county jail he broke down and made 
a confession to his captors, in which he 
detailed at length the scenes which cul- 
minated in the murder. His arrest was 
followed by great indignation, and when 
his confession was made threats of lynch- 
ing were heard all through the country. 
Two weeks after the crime was committed 
he pleaded guiity to the charge of murder, 
and evidence was taken by the court to 
establish the degree of his crime. The court 
decided that he was guilty of murder in 
the first degree, and sefftenced him to 
death.

FOUND HIM GUILTY. 


Bx-Cashier Frank Porterfield Convicted 
on Ten Different Counts, 


HE GAVE NASHVILLE A BLACK EYE 


The City Has Never Wholly Recov- 
ered from the Financial Shock. 


FATAL ADMISSIONS BY THE ACCUSED 


_— 
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He Said That He Had Over Checked, but 
Offered asan Excuse That Other 
Officers Did It. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 7.—(Special.)-~ 
The trial of Frank Porterfield, the cashier 
of the defunct Commercial National bank, 
ended today in conviction on ten counts of 
the indictment under which he was being 
tried. 

The Commercial bank closed last March, 
and its failure was the first of the great 
panics which has lasted in Nashville until 
now. There were thirty cases against him, 
of which one, some time ago, resulted’ in 
a mistrial. This time the court consolidat- 
ed twelve cases into one, they being similar, 
and the evidence being the same in each. 
These cases were the overchecks and over- 
drafts and two cases regardnig a check on 
the Bank of Commerce. 

These two latter cases were not sustain- 
ed,~and Judge Sage ruled that there could 
be no verdict of guilty on them. As tothe 
others, the evidence was undisputed that 
the overchecks were committed and that 
the overdrafts were facts. In order to 
show innocence of guilty action the defense 
proposed to show that other directors and 
officers of the bank had overchecked and 
overdrawn their accounts, and that Porter- 
field, himself, had previously done the same 
and had made the overchecks good. Judge 
Sage ruled out every question relating to 
the other overdrafts and ruled that the de- 
fendant could not excuse his action by prov- 
ing that he was in the habit of doing it. 
The defense then said that they would have 
to go to a higher court and declined to ar- 
gue the question. 

They admitted that the overdrafts and 
overchecks existed, and if ruled out on the 
question of intent they had no defense. 
Judge Sage then ruled that this admission 
by the defense made the charge to the jury 
a mere form. He instructed the jury to 
bring in a verdict of not guilty as to the 
Bank of Commerce cases, and guilty as to 
the other cases vor counts in the indict- 
ment. 

The defense asked that special charges be 
given the jury that unless intent to de- 
traud were shown there could be no con- 
viction. The court refused and the defense 
filed their notice of exceptions in all these 
points. 

There will be a long bill of exceptfons filed 
when the.case is appealed. The jury re- 
tired, and in twelve minutes returned with 
a verdict of guilty- as instructed by the 
court. 

The usual motion for a new trial and ar- 
rest of judgment was entered and will be 
argued tomorrew at Jj o’elock. 

The attorneys in all the bank cases 
against Spurr, presiderit of the Commercial 
bank; Scoggins, Dazey, Childress and the 
nineteem other cases against Porterfield will 
meet tomorrow in the federal court room to 
arrange for the trial of the other bank 


cases.

MARTIN BEATS LEE. 

Eppa Hunton Takes the Short Term 
and Martin the Long One. 
Richmond, Va., December 7.—(Special.)— 
In the caucus of the democratic members 
of the legislature tonight General Eppa 
Hunton, the appointee of the governor for 
the unexpired term of the late Senator 
Barbour, was chosen by acclamation to 

serve out the remainder of the term. 

Mr. Thomas 8S. Martin was elected on the 
sixth ballot for the senatorial full term, 
beginning March 5, 18965. 

The result was a surprise to a great num- 
ber of people. General Hunton’s name this 
morning was withdrawn from the contest 
for the full term, and it was generally un- 


| derstood that his votes would go to Lee. 


Thereupon, Lee's stock took a great rise, 
and his nomination was régarded by many 
as a settled fact. The Hunton men, with 
one or two exceptions, did vote for Lee, 
but the Martin men had considerable re- 
serve strength. Martin took the lead at the 
start and kept it until nomiinated, receiving 
on the sixth ballot 66 votes to 56 for Lee. 

In addition to Martin and Lee, ex-Con- 
gressman Goode and Major Holmes Conrad 
were placed in nomination. Governor Mc- 
Kinney and Hon. J. R. Tucker received a 
few votes. After each ballot, the person re- 
ceiving the lowest number of votes was 
dropped. Goode remained to the fifth bal- 
lot and on the sixth and deciding one, the 
vote was squarely between Martin and Lee, 
with the result as stated. The announce- 
ment of Martin’s nomination was received 
with great cheering in the hall, which was 
taken up by the immensé crowd that filled 
the capitol rotunda. 

The caucus adjourned without making 
further nominations.

NO NEWS FROM BRAZIL. 


lt Is Not Thought That the Great Naval [ 


Battie Will Take Place. 

Washington, December 7.—The secretary of 
the navy today received the following dis- 
patch: 

“Rio de Janeiro, December 7.—The situa- 
tion unchanged since departure Aquidiban. 
Firing upon forts and between insurgents’ 
vessels and guns on the Nictheroy side 
continues daily. Insurgents forced to an- 
chor further from shore. PICKING.”’ 

The Nictheroy referred to is the town on 
the other side of the bay from Rio and not 
the vessel fitted out in New York. 

Minister Mendonca, of Brazil, receives dai- 
ly dispatches from his government, but 
those of today did not disclose any devel- 
opments of an unusual character. No men- 
tion has been in the dispatches of the re- 
turn of the insurgent Admiral Mello to the 
outer harbor at Rio. The opinion prevails 
at the legation that Mello’s ship, the Aqut- 
diban, is in a more or less disabled condi- 
tion, owing to the terrific fires he was sub- 
jected ‘to when he escaped from the inner 
harbor. The fact is pointed out that her 
machinery or turret equipment could hard- 
ly escape injury from the fire of the many 
heavy guns on the two forts. 

There is no expectation among the Bra- 
zilian officials that a great naval engage- 
ment,. such as has been predicted, will oc- 
cur when the American and Nictheroy 
reach the locality of Admiral Mello’s ships. 
It is said that the Brazilian government 
would not be likely to order two light 
cruisers to attempt an engagement with an 
fronclad. 

Commodore Stanton’s remark that the 
Brazilians were not a fighting race is not 
wholly fair, it is said, by leading Brazil- 
ians here. Senor Maro de Mendonca, son 
of the minister and secretary of the lega- 
tion, said today that the defense of the lit- 
tle town itself demonstrates the remarka- 
ble bravery and fighting ability of its de- 
fenders. He said at first it had no heavy 
breastworks or fortifications and was gsub- 
ject to the fire of forty ton guns on the 
Aquidiban and Javary, besides the smaller 
guns on these ships; yet the inhabitants 
had answered the six pounders with mus- 
kets and had rained a fire on the decks of 
the fronclads until they were driven off, una- 
ble to make a landing.

Dispensary Constables Get Tired of Be-. 
ing Jeered by the Crowd. 


POLICE WOULD NOT GIVE THEM AID 


If the Scent of a Cocktail Clings to a 
Broken Glassin Charleston, the 
House Is Raided. 


Charleston, S. C., December 7.—(Special.) 
Since the old judges were swept out of 
existence by the legislature and reform, 
or Tillman judges elected in their places 
last week, the whisky constabulary here, 
an army in number, have been quite active 
in waging war on the ex-saloon Keepers, 
every one of whom has been running a blind 
tiger openly ever since the dispensary law 
went into operation. These raids are now 
becaming mere vigorous and harsh. The 
presence of a tumbler with the scent of a 
‘cocktail’ clinging to it is made the pre- 
text for pillaging the house in which. it is 
found, and even the neighboring houses. 
The constabulary literally strip the premis- 
es of everything and cart off the spoils to 
jail. 

Today’s raids were rather exciting and 
for atime gave promise of bloodshed. 
Among several places raided was Cart- 
wright’s billiard room opposite the Chafies- 
ton hotel. A search of the premises failed 
to disclose even a smell of whisky, but the 
constables went next door and in a store- 
house belonging to C. D. Franke two bot- 
tles of liquor were found. Mr. Cartwright 
disclaimed any knowledge of the liquor. 
But on the strength of this find the place 
was sacked. Quite a crowd gathered about 
Cartwright’s and a number of the curious 
and interested went inside, 

They made no attempt to hinder or mo- 
lest the state constable, but their talk and 
jests were apparently annoying to Chief 
Gaillard, He came outside and called a 
policeman and ordered him to clear the 
store. The officer told him that he had no 
right to enter the building unless there was 
a disturbance, that he would keep the side- 
walk clear, but wouldn’t attempt to enter 
the building to drive the people off the 
place. Mr. Gaillard then went back and 
replying angrily to some banter that was 
being thrown about, said to his constables: 
“Get out your pistols and clear this crowd 
out. I’m not going to be bothered. I have 
told you to go outside before. Now, you 
will have to go!” The dozen and odd men 
inside went. quietly out- and the door was 
slammed after them. The place was then 
pillaged and the contents carted off.

Selma, Ala., December 7.—(Special.)—News 
from Berlin today is that Jim Wilkins, 
another of the negroes implicated in the 
assault on young Smith, was lynched before 
daylight this morning.

Mr. Plant Puts One for $20,000,000 on 
His Properties. 


HE WANTS TO CONSOLIDATE THEM 


Perhaps, Too, He Is Thinking of Buying 
the New Compstitor Whica ls Soon 
to Be Opeuved Up from Florida. 


Savannah, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)— 
The Savannah, Florida and Western Rail- 
way Company has executed a mortgage to 
the Central Trust Company of New York on 
its entire property, all the railroads and 
equipments, to cover an issue of $20,000,000 
fonsolidated first mortgage 5 per cent gold- 
bearing bonds. The issue was decided on 
at the meeting of the board éf directors 
last April. The bonds are to bear the date 
of April, 1893, and to become due April, 1948. 
They are issued for the purpose of consoli- 
dating -aill indebtedness of the Savannah, 
Fiorida and Western Railway Company, 
paying outstanding obligations for which 
there are no mortgages, and for creating 
@ contingent purchasing fund to buy any 
connecting or adjoining railroads, in whole 
or in pari, that the directors may see fit to 
purchase. Of this sum, $9,790,000 is to be 
appropriated to take up $6,500,000 6 per cent 
gold bonds of 1884 issued on the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad proper; 3220,- 
400 indebtedness on the Thomasville and 
Monticello railroad, and $3,000,000 bonds due 
on the South Florida railroad, indorsed 
by the Savannah, Florida and Western 
Company; $3,210,000 is to be appropriated to 
pay up the indebtedness for construction 
and equipment, and the $5,000,000 remaining, 
is to be held as a kind of contingent fund to 
purchase or consolidate with any railroad or 
part of railroad that the Savannah, Florida 
and Western Railway Company’s lines may 
at any time connect with. It is provided 
that the bonded indebtedness of the proper- 
ty shall not go over $20,000 per mile. 


The Seaboard Air-Line’s Terminals. 

It is now known to. be true that the 
Gecrgia railroad Kas made an offer to the 
Seaktoard Air-Line to bring the latter's 
freight trains into Atlanta over the side- 
tracks belonging to the Georgia and that 
the offer may be accepted by the authori- 
ties of the Seaboard Air-Line. 

It will be remembered that for a long 
time the Seaboard tried to get into Atlanta 
over the tracks of the Georgia railroad and 
that the Georgia, rather than allow the 
right of way, went to law. The lawsuit is 
still pending before the higher courts, but 
the Georgia railroad has changed manage- 
ment since that time and it said that 
General Manager Scott has declared him- 
self in favor of a more liberal policy to- 
woids the Seaboard Air-Line than was en- 
tertained by General Manager Greene. 

Whether the offer of the Georgia to bring 
the Seaboard’s trains into Atlanta over its 
tracks will be accepted or not is uncer- 
tain, but it is thought that: the Seaboard 
pecple will take advantage of the Georgia’s 
offer in the matter of freight trathe at 
least. 

Superintendent Winder, of the Seaboard, 
was seen by a Constitution reporter yester- 
day and asked about the affair. He suid: 

“Yes, it is true that we have received &n 
offer from the Georgia railroad folks to 
bring the trains of the Seaboard Air-Line 
in over the routé’from Inman Park. It is 
true that this will be a great advantage over 
our present facilities, which require that 
we take our cars all the way around our 
Delt line and handle the freights from the 
Western and Atlantic depots. 

“Tam not advised what the aero Will 
do, however, just vet. I am in@ined to 
think that we will accept the offer of the 
Georgia railroad and the terms submitted 
to bring our ‘freights in and handie them 
from the Georgia railroad freight depots, 
but so far as the passenger service is con- 
cerned, of course we will never have any 
arrangements as this with the Geor- 
gia railroad people in this respect, 

“We would have to pay rent for the use 
of the union passenger depot and then Pay 
additional rent for the use of the Georgia's 
tracks. As it is we have a much more 
satisfactory’ arrangement with the Western 
and Atlantic peeple, who really own for 
the most part, the union passenger depot. 
lt is simply a freight trattic arrangement 
that we contemplate making with the Geor-

OHIOANS ON A TRIP TO GEORGIA 


They Are Going Through the Middle and 
Southern Part of the State, Spy- 
ing Out the Land. 


Macon, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)—A 
Smocth talking, inteiligent ex-convict whos 
was discharged from T. J. James’s convict 
camp down on the Georgia, Southern and 
Florida three or tour days ago, has the 
laugh on the police reporters and some of 
the city officers. 

Yesterday a jnan struck the town and 
gave his name as J. H. Hill, of Savannah 
and Waycross, and after the banks closed 
he employed the rest of the evening in re- 
peated recitals of what he termed the boid- 
est broad daylight robbery on record, 
He claimed to have been robbed of $1,150. 

He said that yesterday he came to Ma- 
con with two checks for $500 each, one of 
which was his personal property, and both 
signed by Dale, Dixon & Co. These checks 
with $150 in money, were in two pocket- 
books, money in the one and checks in the 
other. He also carried two six shooters, 
Smith & Wesson thirty-eight. When he 
reached Macon he took a hack and told the 
driver to take him to a cheap boarding 
house. Where he was taken he could not 
Say. He took three drinks of gin in the 
bar and then went into the restaurant where 
he took his pistols out of his pocket and de- 
posited them on a shelf. He went out of 
the place, intending to return in a few min- 
utes, and had only gone a short distance 
up the street when he noticed that his 
clothes had been cut in several piaces and 
that the two pocketbooks were gone. 

His clothes were, however, in such a con- 
dition that it was necessary for him to get 
another suit. He went into a store and 
bought a suit for 37. He eculd not, however, 
teil where he had bought the clothes, but 
seid he bought them from a Jew whom he 
had never seen before and had them 
charged to him. This was perfectly reason- 
able, the police reporter thought. 

Returning immediately to the restaurant 
Where he had eaten his meal, he accused 
them of allowing thieves to rob him, but 
the accusation was indignantly denied. ‘I'he 
checks, he said, were on the First National 
bank of Macon, and the first thing he did 
was to go to the bank and give them notice 
that the checks had been stolen. He sa‘d 
that he did this and on representing his 
condition was referred to the Hotel- La- 
nier as a stopping place until he could gei 
Some tidings about his lost property. 

It was a mighty pretty story but didn’t 
go with the Lanier house and the barracks 
Was the only alternative. 


This morning the young fellow acknowl- 


edged that the whole story, from start t> 
finish, was a lie. That he was an ex-con- 
Vict who had just been discharged from T. 
J. James’s convict camp down on the Geor- 
gia Southern. He was sent up from Gwin- 
nett county for eleven vears for assault 
with intent to murder, and had just served 
his time out. 

He said that he had one dollar when he 
Struck town and got drunk on that.

Miss Lillian That Was Lets The Consti- 
tution Announce a Pleasant Secret. 


SHE WAS MARRIED 


Two Days Were Set, but the Affair Did 
Not Come on Either-—The Third, 
Though, Was Lucky. 


QUIETLY 


Augusta, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)—A 
romantic marriage which took place in 
Hamburg, over the river in Carolina, yes- 
terday afternoon, was disclosed today. ‘the 
young people tried to keep the nuptiais 
secret, but The Constitution correspon- 
dent got on to the story and made them 
own up. 

The bride is Miss Lillian Ham, the beau- 
tiful, accomplished and eldest daughter of 
Hion. H. W. J. Ham, the Georgia humorist 
and politician, whose home is at Gainesville. 
The groom is Mr. Richard J. Hughes, a 
handsome young man twenty-one years old, 
who lives in Terre Haute, Ind. He travels 
the south for an earthenware house. Miss 
Ham came to Augusta last week fo visit 
her relatives, the family of Mr. G. B. Duke, 
during the exposition, but the true purpose 
of her coming was to meet Mr. Hughes 
and to become his wife. Mr. Hughes ar- 
rived in the city last Friday and he tre- 
quently called on Miss Ham. ‘ihey ar- 
ranged to elope to Hamburg last Sunday, 
the anniversary of the young lady’s nine- 
teenth birthday, and get married, but they 
were prevented from going on account of 
the severe rainstorm. 

On Thursday they drove over the river 
in a buggy to Judge Getzein’s house to have 
him marry them, but the justice was ab- 
sent from home and they returned to Au- 
gusta greatly disappointed in not accom- 
plishing their purpose: Yesterday they re- 
peated the trip and were successful and, 
upon finding Judge Getzein, got him to 
perform the ceremony. Upon their return 
to the city Mr. Hughes escorted his wife 
to her home and left her, he going to a 
hotel. They agreed to keep mum until 
they had an opportunity to go to Gaines- 
ville and inform her parents of the oc- 
currence. 

She Blushed and Owned Up. 

When The Constitution corresnondent 
called on the bride this afternoon she was 
astounded to learn that the news had got- 
ten out, and, finding no chance to sup- 
press the marriage, she gave the full par- 
ticulars of her elopement. She afterwards 
told her host and hostess of her marriage, 
which was a great surprise to them. Mrs. 
Hughes says she first saw Mr. Hughes in 
Galnesville last June, and while returning 
to Gainesville from Atlanta in July, she 
was introduced to him on the train by 
Conductor Willingham.

NO EXPENSE TO THE COUNTYe 
A Negro Who Assaulted and Robbeda 
Peddler Lynched. 

Augusta, Ga., December  7.—(Special.)— 
There was a lynching at Verdery’s, S. C., 
Sixty miles above Augusta on the Port 
Royal and Western Carolina railroad, last 
night. Will Lawton, a negro, last Saturday 
night, near Verdery’s with two accomplices, 
waylaid and shot and robbed Isaac Isko- 
witz, a Russian peddler, who travels 
through the country for Mr. J. Eddlestein, 
of Augusta. The outlaws shot the poor de- 
fenceless- Russian four times and stole his 
pundle of goods. They were only prevent- 
ed from getting his money, $8, by the ap- 
proach of parties on the road. They found 
the wounded peddler lying on the roadside 
bleeding and almost dead. Search has 
been made day and night for the perpetra- 
tors of the crime and last evening one of 
the three negroes was captured. His name 
is Will Lawton. He was carried in the 
presence of the dying Russian, who posi- 
tively identified him as one of his assail- 
ants. The identification was so satisfact- 
ory that without further investigation, Law- 
ton was marched to the spot where he at 
tacked the peddler and was lynched. 

Before he was killed, Lawton admitted 
that he had participated in the crime. He 
was swung to a limb of a tree and his 
body was riddled with 500 bullets. The 
other two negroes have not yet been caught, 
but have ‘been tracked to the Savannah 
river and lost. They are not likely to be 
found again. The Russian is still alive and 
there is a slight chance for his recovery.

The necessity of an institution 
of the kind proposed must be manifest 
to everybody who has examined into the 
subject. It is strongly recommended by 
the governor, and has been given a 
bearty endorsement by the lessees of the 
penitentiary who realize, perhaps better 
than anybody else, the contaminating in- 
fluences with which boys sent to the 
penitentiary come in contact.

A Revolting Proposition, 

The more the proposition to levy an in- 
eome tax on the dividend of 
investinents, While individual 
ure to be exempt. is studied, the more re- 
yvoliing it appears Who are in 
fuvor of an equitable tauNiua- 
tion. We printed vesterday some indig- 
nant protests from those who have the 
inanagement of or who are familiar with 
the building and loan associations. 

The explanations that uceompany 
protest show that the proposed tax 
would fall direetly on the little savings 
of those who are in modest circumstan- 
ces and who are pinching themselves in 
order to be able to buy a home which 
they can eall their own. It would be 
impossible to imagine a more unjust or 
2 more barbarous 9 scheme than that 
Which, in order to spare the incomes of 
the millionaires, pinches the little sav- 
ings that the poor people place in build- 
ing and loan funds te the eud that they 
may be able to buy a modest home. 

But what is true of the building and 
loan associations is equally true of hun- 
dreds of other forms of corporate invest- 
ment. Poor men = everywhere—-clerks 
mechanics, laborers, Women who ese b 
their own living and those who in this 
land of ours 2re trying to make thein- 
selves independent—have invested and 
are investing little sums pinched from 
their hard earnings in some form of in- 
dustry, where the combined results of 
these little sums give a fair working cap- 
ital that pays fair dividends. 

It is a seheme revolting enough to 
damn any corgressman who favors it, 
as it will certainly ruin any party that 
adopts it as a revenue policy. The peo- 
ple would rise up against it, and drive 
out of public life any man who seriously 
endorsed it. 

The millionaire manufacturers are to 
be protected under the Wilson tariff bill, 
and now here is a proposition to protect 
the millionaire bondholders and money 
lenders, and levy a direct tax on the 
sayings and earnings of people who are 
comparatively poor, while exempting in- 
dividual incomes, giving the robbery 
only the thinnest disguise by calling it 
“a tax on corporate interests.”

NOTHING REFLECTS ON THE TREASURER 


The Treasury All Right and His 
Acts Clearly Legal. 


DEPOSITORY SYSTEM NEEDS CHANGING 


However, andthe Committee Makes Some 
Suggestions—The Matter of Quarterly 
Payment of Teachers Discussed. 


The special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the workings of the depositories 
and other matters in connection with the 
treasury, made its report to the senate and 
house yesterday morning and as everybody 
who had looked into the matter had reason 
to believe must necessarily be the Case, 
completely exonerated Treasurer Marde- 
man. 

There has never been any 
course, about the soundness of the treasury, 
or the fact that every cent of the state's 
money and property in the hands of the 
treasurer could be easily accounted for. 
There was criticism because the workings 
of the depository law, passed some years 
ago, had resulted in a larger sum of mon- 
ey being found in some of the depositories 
than the amount of the bonds each deposi- 
tory was requiged to give, and it was this 
criticism that brought up the investigation. 

The committee report is_ interesting 
throughout. It gives a detailed statement 
of the amounts in each depository, and 
then calls especial attention to the amount 
of money in the Third National bank, of 
Columbus, the LeGrange Banking and Trust 
Company, and the Merchants’ bank, of At- 
lanta. It found that on the ist of December, 
1893, the Columbus bank had $301,450.10 of 
he state’s money on deposit, that the La- 
Grange Banking and Trust Company had 
$158,722.32 on deposit, and that Merchants’ 
had $153,512.18. 

The committee threw the searchlight of 
investigation on the facts concerning the 
relations between the treasurer and these 
banks. It found that the treasurer had, on 
request of the depositories, made through 
their presidents, sent money from the cen- 
tral treasury at various times to two of 
those banks. That this was clearly legal 
is shown by the report of the committee 
and the opinion of Attorney General Little, 
under which the treasurer acted. The com- 
mittee declares “that no pecuniary inferest 
or benefit, directly or indirectly, prompted 
the treasurer to make saidi deposits.” 

That he acted clearly wit™tin the province 
of the law there is no doubt. The commit- 
tee, however, criticises the law, coi Temning 
the policy of such large accumulations of 
the state’s money in the depositories, It 
also suggests that when a national bank 
is a depository it should required to 
give greater bond than a state bank for the 
reason that, while under the Georgia law 
the state has a first lien on all the prop- 
erty of a state bank, the federal law fixes

the rank of liens on the assets of a national! 
bank. The Third National bank, of Coilum- 
bus, is the one national bank which is a 
state depository. 

As to the other features of the report, 
the committee furnishes some interesting 
acts about the payment of teachers, sug- 
gesting that the state pay teachers 25 per 
on the Ist of July, 25 
per cent on the ist of October, and 50 per 
cent on the Ist of January, and this, the 
‘report declares, can be done without the 
issuance of any bonds or the increase of 
itaxation, -by the use of funds other than 
the school fund to aid in such payments, 
the school fund not coming into the treas- 
ury at such periods of the year 2s to admit 
of such payments out of that fund alone. 

The statement made to a former commit- 
tee by Treasurer Hardeman, concerning 
the time of payment of pensions to widows 
and disabled soldiers, is shown to have been 
a mistake, but a perfectly natural one in 
that it was based upon the dates of the 
warrants made upon the treasurer. 

The report as submitted by the committee 
was signed by all of the members except 
two, Messrs. Rankin and Thonjason, who 
did not happen to be in attendance when 
the report was ready for submission. It is 
in full as follows:

attorney general, dated September 17, 1891, 
which will be found in pages 37 to 39 of the 
attorney general's repoft for the year 1892.

on this point, they would condemn the pol- 
icy Of such large accumulations of the 
states money in the depositories, though 
it appears that the treasurer acted under 
the written opinion of the attorney general 
and has not been prompted by any corrupt 
motives in his conduct. 
_ We find that one of the state depositories 
is a national bank, and deem it proper to 
call attention to the fect that while our 
Ceorgia statute which gives the state.a first 
lien on the assets of a bank selected as a, 
depository, has been upheld by the supreme 
court in the case of a state bank, yet the 
federal law fixes the rank of liens on the as- 
Seis of a nationa! bank, and that federal 
law could not be altered by a state law. 
{t would, therefore, appear that if a nation- 
al bank is selected as a depository, the state 
would not have a first lien on its assets, 
but would stand on the same footing as 
other like depositors. : 

ror this reason it might be best to re- 
quire an increased bond from any national 
bank that may be selected as a state de- 
pository. 

The Warrants and Their Dates. 

Irom an investigation we find that tne 
freasurer was mistaken in. his statement 
to a former joint cormmittee that the pres- 
ent inability to pay the public school teach- 
ers quarterly arises from using a part of 
the school fund in February in the pay- 
ment of soldiers’ and widows’ pensions, 
when the money to pay said pensions was 
not paid into the treasury until December 
thereafter; but that this mistake arose trom 
the dates upon the warrants drawn on him 
by the governor on file in his office, said 
Warrants showing on their face thut they 
were drawn in the years 1892 and 1893 for 
the pensions of safd years, when in -ract 
they were to pay pensions for which taxes 
were collected in 1891 and 1892. : 

We further find that the delay of the 
treasurer in making his report to this ses- 
sion of the general assembly was caused 
by the failure of the printer to get it pub-

School Teachers Can Be Paid. 
We herewith submit, as a part of this re-

The Citizens Meeting Yesterday at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


INTERESTING DISCUSSION RESULTED 


&4ndaCommittese Was Appointedto Look 
Into the Situation and Work Out the 
Problem ofSecuring Cheaper Rates. 


The meeting at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday called to consider the question of 
freight rates in and out of Atlanta, Was 
fairly well-attended, despite the fact that 
it was held during the busiest hours of the 
day. 

Mayor Goodwin was nominated chairman 
of the meeting by Mr. Jonathan Norcross. 

In calling to order Mayor Goodwin yrid 
a clever compliment to Mr. Norcross, re- 
ferring to him as one of Atlanta’s oldest 
citizens and yet one of her youngest men 
when it comes to pluck and enterprise and 
indomitable perseverance for the accom- 
plishment of that which tends to the up- 
building of Atlanta’s best interest. Mayor 
Joodwin said that the meeting had been 
called at the instance of Mr. Norcross, who 
had interested a number of leading and 
representative citizens in the movement for 
cheap through freight rates and secured 
their signatures to the call, 


After declaring himself in hearty sympa- 


thy with this or any other movement look- 
ing to the growth and development of the 
city’s best niterests, Mayor Goodwin an- 
nounced that the meeting was ready for 
business. 

Ca 
the meeting. 

Mayor Goodwin called on Mr. Norcross 
to state the purpose of the meeting as he 
“as, perhaps, more familiar with the neces- 
sities and causes conceived a rightful 
motive for the action contemplated than 
any one else present. 

Mr. Norcross had written out his remarks 
and when called on asked permission to 
read from his manuscripts which he did as 


follows: 
Mr. Norcross on the Situation. 

“In discussing the foreign produce and 
provision trade in this city, the first point 
to be considered is the immense amount of 
this foreign trade, aggregating over 
$5.00, 000,000 per annum, with a gross 
profit to our northern and west- 
ern brethren and railroads of 
not less than $100,000,000 per annum, and the 
fact that little or none of this vast volume 
of trade is as yet conducted on our south- 
ern railroads, or in our southern towns. 

“The second point to be considered is that 
in no place in North Cagolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee or Ken- 
tucky can the grains and provisions of 
these states be so easily, so readily and so 
safely collected or so readily distributed or 
shipped to foreign countries as at and from 
this point. And that, in these six states, 
there is produced each year at least $100,00,- 
000 of surplus products, including live stock, 
seeking a market somewhere, and that, in 
this direction over our southern railroads 
and through our southern seaports, many 
foreign markets for these products are from 
three hundred to one thousand miles short- 
er by t@s route than by any other route or 
seaport, and that many of these products 
should and would come in this direction if 
the railroad rates of freight were as low as 
by other routes and accommodations were 
offered for collection and distribution at a 
place situated as Atlanta is. Furthermore, 
let us build up and establish a market at 
this point, then indeed would products be 
collected here from Missouri, Indiana, and 
even from Ohio, as live stock and other pro- 
ducts are collected here for our home de- 
mands and consumption. 

“In the third place, Atlanta is not only 
the begt collecting point, and the best dis- 
tributing point in the south for a large por- 
tion of the produce and provisions of a large 
section of our country, for both domestic 
and foreign trade, but she can always have 
her choice of, say seven, seaports, includ- 
ing Mobile, Pensacola, Brunswick, Savan, 
nah, Charleston, Wilmington and Norfolk, 
through which to ship her merchandise to 
foreign ports. And, as all or nearly all peo- 
ple know or ought to know, on account of 
the cold and iey condition of our north- 
ern seaports in the winter time, 
some of our southern seaports are always 
crowded with shipping from the month of 
November to the following June, thereby of- 
fering in some of them the lowest possible 
ship transportation to all or any foreign 
countries. It is also true that from June to 
November but few sail vessels visit New 
Orleans, thereby favoring during those 
months shipments of produce and provi- 
sions by these, our south Atlantic routes, 
Nor is it too much to claim that Atlanta 
is the only point where th’s trade can be 

‘erted and successfully built up in these 
our south Atlantic states. Let our rail- 
roads, therefore, offer and guarantee to this 
point the ncessary low through rates of 
freight for such foreign trade,°or, if you 
please, the necessary’ rebilling privileges 
and accommodations at this point as such 
trade requires. Then, [ repeat, under such 
circumstances and inducements, if mercan- 
tile men and capital from all parts of our 
country and some from Europe do not come 
here to embark in this trade, it will be the 
first time and the first place in any civilized 
country where such accommodations and 
inducements have not brought mercantile 
men and capital together to profit by such 
advantages and gains as will here be afford- 
ed. 

“Tt is true and may be repeated, that At- 
lanta has grown from a few poor and 
struggling inhabitants, less than one hun- 
dred, in 1844 to be the chief commercial and 
manufacturing center, as well as the largest 
and most important city of the south Atlan- 
tic states, This result has been brought 
about mainly by a casual or bird’s-eye 
view of the natural and artificial induce- 
ments and with the expectation that all 
these advantages and reéelaiions would be 
allowed by the railroads to have their full 
force and effect on the business of the 
city, and until we find ourselves, say, a 
city of a hundred thousand people, young 
and old, rich and poor, learned and un- 
learned; mainly dependent on the trade of 
this city for bread and meat, shelter and 
clotiving. 

‘While millions of cash were being drawn 
these inducements and invested in this 
city in private and public enterprises the 
city continued to grow and prosper. But 
now, when these investments have ceased— 
when our laboring men have been thrown 
out of employment, and when houses and 
stores have become vacant by the hundreds, 
we begin to realize to what extent this 
large and populous-city has been sidetrack- 
ed, bottled up and crippled in its energies, 
especially in regard to this foreign produce 
and provision trade, as well as our domes- 
tic trade, for the want of equal and just 
rates of freight, as compared with our 
northern and western cities and villages. 
Under these circumstances we are pressed 
and compelled to labor day and night and

rates of fre‘ght, until we obtain them. And 
this, too, we are in duty bound to do, not 
only for the benefit of this city, but for the 
benefit and welfare of six or seven millions 
of our countrymen, as well as for the best 
interests of the railroads themselves. 

“Many of us remember how we were bot- 
tled up or blockaded thirty years ago, and 
how it operated to dry up our trade and 
diminish our towns. We are not now block- 
aded in our cotton trade, nor in our dry 
goods trade, but as to our food and provi- 
sion trade, these great leading articles of 
commerce, this large city, ‘the city of 
the south,’ as Mr. James R. Randall calls 
it, is as effectually blockaded in regard to 
fore'gn trade in these great staples as we 
were thirty years ago. But it is hardly 
possible, when we press this matter upon 
the railroad authorities, that they will re- 
fuse ito give us such in-coming and out-go- 
ing rates of freight as will énable us to 
share to some extent in the vast foreign 
produce and provision trade of our coun- 
try at large. 

“Let us have this trade once started in 
this city under proper and just rates of 
freight upon the railroads, tnen, indeed, 
will Atlanta at no distant day become the 
Chicago of the south, and the ruiirvads 
will have the lion’s share of the gains.”’ 

Closing his remarks, Mr. Noreross pulled 
some resolutions out of h’s pocket and 
turiing to Mr. Stewart Woodson, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, asked him 
if he would father them and introduce them 
before the meeting. Mr. Woodson, who had 
evidently been made acquainted with the 
nature of the resolutions, deciimed to intro- 
duce them, declaring that he was not in 
sympathy with their provisions in detail, 
Hie was about to suggest something when 
Mr. Norcros® exclaimed: 

“Will you introduce 
not—say yes or no?’ 

“No, then!” said Mr. Woodson. 

“Well,” said Mr. Noreross, “i'll introduce 
them myself,” and he did, as follows, de- 
claring that Colonel George W. Auair would 
have done it for him if he had not been 
sick at home:

Colonel Avery Speaks. 


Mr. Norcross asked the chairman to call 
on Colonel I. W.. Avery for a few remarks 
before the resolutions were put On p@gs- 
sage. 

Zoionel Avery spoke at length, his re- 
marks for the most part bearing upon the 
direct trade movement in whicn he has 
peen so interested for the past Ivuw years, 
He said he was in sympathy with the 
meeting and the step contemplated. He 
wanted to see the full benefits of cheaper 
freight rates bestowed upon Atlanta. It 
was particularly interesting to hear him 
say that he has an invitation to go to New 
York this month to confer with some Eng- 
lish capitalists and ship owners who con- 
template establishing a line of Steamships 
from Savannah direct to Liverpool and 
London, and that they would invest vast 
quantities of money in the south, particu- 
lariy in Georgia. 

Colonel Avery closed his speech by show- 
ing how great was Atlanta’s trade, even 
under what he termed serious disadvan- 
tages, and asked what couldn’t the mer- 
chants do with a freignhts. 

Mr. Hancock, rmeriy of the firm of 
Rawson & Hancock, made a very taking 
speech, in which he urged that no attack 
should be made on the railroads. He said 
the roads had always seemed more than 
willing to do what was right for Atlanta. 

‘Let’s go about this movement with 
friendliest feelings for the railroad folks. 
They will do the best they can for us al- 
ways, I am disposed to believe.’’ This 
seemed to strike the heart of the meeting, 
for the remarks of Mr. Hancock were fol- 
lowed by liberal applause. 

Mr. Benjamin, representing the At- 
lanta Machine works, made a speech de- 
eclaring that he knew by actual experience 
that the city of Atlanta was discriminated 
against by the railroads. He declared that 
in the shipment of steam boilers this freight 
discrimination amounted to quite a serious 
item. -He spoke of the system of long and 
short hauls and said that southern roads 
classed steam boilers higher in freights 
than do the northern lines, agthough in 
turning over the freight there is no addi- 
tional inconvenience of shipment, the cars 
running right through. 

Mr. Rogers, a glass manufacturer, who 
intends to start anew this line of industry 
in Atlanta, spoke in sympathy with the 
movement of the meeting. 

Mr. F. L. Brown, of the Southern Paint 
and Glass Company, made a strong speech, 
showing that serious discriminations are 
crippling Atlanta’s volume of trade. He 
was warmly in favor of ahy movement 
looking to securing cheaper rates. 

Mayor Goodwin expressed the belief that 
much good will result. from the discussion 
that had evolved out of the meeting and 
said he was in full touch with the spirit 
so plainly manifested. He then put the 
resolution to a vote and they passed. 

The Committee Appointed 

To carry out the provision of the resolu- 
tions it was necessary to appoint a com- 
mittee of twenty-one. 

Mayor Goodwin named the 
prominent citizens to serve on the 
tee:

Cotton Went Of a Little and Wheat 
Showed Upa Little Better. 


IN THE STOCK EXCHANGE 


DEALINGS 


The Market Opened Strong, Then Became 
Weak, and All Day Moved Up and 
Down to Suit Traders. 


‘NEW YORK, December 7.—It was a dull 


market on the stock exchange today and the ~ 


volume of business was largely restricted. 
Trading was purely professional and the 
changes on the transactions of the day 
were generally unimportant. The inac- 
tivity offered the speculative fraternitv 
time for discussion of the great Atchison 
questions, which absorbs the attention of 
the street today. Whether President Rein- 
hart, of the Atchison company, went to 
England to negotiate a loan and if he did, 
with what success, were the questions to 
which solutions were sought, but as the only 
person who could answer both of the co- 
nundrums is on board the steamer Teu- 
tonic, homeward bound, conjecture and ru- 
mor are the factors of the situation. Atch- 
ison stock and bonds were well held today, 
the shares advancing 1% per cent in the 
early dealings, -with only % reaction at 
the close, while the bonds recorded mate- 
rial advances. The advance in sterling ex- 
change rates to the point at which gold 
shipments were made last winter, had no 
apparent effect on stock values, but made 
shipments a possible expectation with the 
precious metal in sight. No indications are 
given of any such shipments, and it is not 
anticipated that there will be any of mo- 
ment, unless sterling rates be marked up 
still higher. Sugar held its place at the 
head of the sales, but fluctuated within 
narrow limits. During the morning it was 
in demand, the declaration of the regular 
dividends yesterday bringing ina good many 
purchasing orders and an advance of 1% 
per cent was recorded.

NEW YORK, December 7.—The cotton 
situation at the moment is a peculiar one, 
as on one side we have a large crop esti- 
mate of a firm whose opinion on that sub- 
ject have always more or less weight with 
foreign spinners and to a certain extent 
upon the amount as well. A repetition yes- 
terday at Liverpool of an estimate of 7,700,000 
bales minimum is so at variance with re- 
ports being universally received from every 
city, town and village in the south, as well 
as from plantations, by every one who has 
any correspondence with that section as 
to lead to but one conclusion, because the 
statements of these correspondents are all 
to the same effect—namely, a rapid market- 
ing of the crop on an average amount of 
lint per acre averaging about 165 pounds, 
instead of 200, whieh is necessary to real- 
ize high crop figures, and reports generally 
of disappointment of expectation of thirty 
to sixty days since, we may say that the 
consensus of opinions in the south is that 
the crop of this year will not exceed 7,500,- 
000 bales. The authorities we mentioned 
above sit in their*offices and announce to 
the cotton world, regardless of advices, 
that the southern people are giving forth 
as to exact status of crop conditions in the 
south and an announcement that the crop 
is certainly about 7,750,000 and the insinua- 
tion conveyed, by the wording of the es- 
timate is that the crop is likely to be very 
much more. The people of the south iden- 
tifled with the cotton crop and from whom 
small crop advices emanate, are on trial 
this year so far as their judgment as to 
the total size of the crop is concerned, and 
it remains to be seen whether one man and 
his following, who, perhaps, have not seea 
a cotton field this year except from a car 
window, are to be right in their crop con- 
clusions, or whether the people who have 
grown and are shipping and handling this 
crop shall prove to have been entirely 
wrong in their opinion as to the crop they 
have made last season. The same cotton 
authorities last season made their crop es- 
timaies, we are satisfied, largely upon re- 
turns that they Knew were being received 
at New Orleans and elsewhere to the short- 
ness of the crop, but this year they have 
turned their backs apparently upon all in- 
formation which does not indicate the fig- 
ures that they now stand responsible gor. 
The scale of the movement endorses the 
higher estimate of the crop, but the south 
explains this satisfactorily in many ways, 
and that a more careful investigation is 
necessary in summing up their crop idex, 
but if Mr. Neill has overestimated the evop 
he and his following can retire gracefully 
or otherwise from the fields of crop esti- 
mates.

NEW YORK, December 7.—Spots sales in 
Liverpool this morning were 15,000 bales. 
Private cables report that a large bus‘ness 
has been done at a concession from pub- 
lished quotations. This has been made pos- 
sibie by tie weakness in futures. Spinners 
seem to be rather more disposed to buy cot- 
ton on the basis of 414d. for the near 
positions and trade with the east is again 
reported to be improving. The increased 
demand for spot cotton caused an improve- 
ment in the price of futures and an advance 
of 2-64d. was established, from which there 
was a reaction, the close being steady and 
slightly higher than last night. The effect 
of the better feeling abroad upon the New 
York market was expressed in an opening 
advance of from 4 to 5 points. This, how- 
ever, was lost as a result of another day of 
heavy receipts and by 1 o’clock prices were 
back to last evening’s close. New Orleans 
tomorrow is stimated at 12,000 bales, against 
8,616 last year. The movement at Galveston 
today is espec‘ally heavy and the deliveries 
at both New Orleans and Galveston are at 
present greatly augmented wy the continu- 
ance of the railroad war in Texas. For the 
past two months the railroads in that state 
have been cutting rates upon each other 
almost without regard to the cost of trans- 
portation. On the lst of December a nominal 
truce was concluded, but it appears that 
the various railroad officials are still pri- 
vately making big concessions in their 
freight rates to secure cotton tonnage. 
Earnest efforts are being made to bring 
an end to this state of affairs and it is nat- 
ural that the probability of an early settle- 
ment should lead cotton shippers to send 
forward all that they can possibly buy, as 
the rate war will probably enhance its val- 
ue at the ports from %4@%c. Mr. 
A. B. Shepperson, in a letter to The Jour- 
nal of Commerce, reiterates his previoudly 
expressed opinion that the crop is not likely 
to exceed 6,800,000 bales and sustains this 
by a lengthy argument, which is at least 
entitled to more weight than Mr. Neill’s 
simple pronunciamento. By those who be- 
lieve in a short crop, great stress is laid 
upon a comparison of$the present crop 
movement with that of 1887, 1888, 1889 and 
1890. In 1887-88 the crop was 7,000,000 bales, 
of which 4,405,000 had come into sight on 
the 9th of December, 1887. In 1889-90 the 
crop was 7,300,000 bales, of which 4,200,000 
was in sight on the 9th of December, 188%, 
On the 9th of December 1893 the quantity of 
cotton in sight of this crop will be approx- 
imately 4,247,000. Therefore, the question as 
to why the present movement can be con- 
sidered as pointing to large production is 
a pertinent one and in view of the Known 
influences at work this year to induce a 
rapid marketing of the cotton crop, seems 
difficult to answer. During the ofternoon 
the market became a shade easier, declining 
from 2 to 3 points, closing at about 3 points 
lower than last night. The fear that the 
crop movement for the week, as made up 
tomorrow may be unexpectedly heavy, has 
led to some selling, but the ease with Which 
the offerings have been absorbed and the, 
quantity of cotton that has been bought 
continues to excite no little comment.

NEW YORK, Decemter 7.—(Specia!.)— 
Arother day of big receipts indicating that 
the port movement for the week will ex- 
ceed all estimates, killed the effect of the 
slight rally in Liverpool. After a monet- 
ary spurt at the opening the market gave 
way under heavy offerings. Early in the 
afternoon prices rallied somewhat, but the 
improvement could not be maintained. 
There were unmistakable signs of active 
liquidation, the comnission houses being 
the principal sellers and the shorts being 
abcut the only buyers. The selling just be- 
fore the close was very heavy. One of the 
largest commission houses at the last ac- 
cepted all the March contracts offered at 
7.95, and the close was steady. After the 
close there was some pressure to sell and 
prices were a point or two lower.

CHICAGO, December 7.—All foreign mar- 
kets report an advance. Liverpool, in ad- 


- dition, states that’ her stocks of No. 2 spring 


wheat are practically exhausted. Antwerp, 
also, reports that stocks in Belgium are ex- 
ceedingly light, and that that market may 
see a material advance in consequence. 
According to The Cincinnati Price Current 
we have only about 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 
bushels as an exportable surplus during the 
next seven months. We are now exporting 
at the rate of 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 bushels 
per month, which will morethan exhaust 
the above figures, saying nothing about 
an increased demand from abroad which, 
we think, will show itsself before spring. 
May sold at 70 cents, but afterwards this 
high figure met severe opposition on the 
part of Pardridge, although the market 
absorbed all offerings and held remarkably 
strong. Mr. Andrew H. Burke, of Duluth, 
writes us under’ date of the 5th instant: 
“I have handled about 750,000 bushels of 
actual wheat from the producers of the 
northwest, and it comes from all sections of 
that country, so I am ina pretty good po- 
sition to judge how much of a-crop has 
been moved- My advice is that ‘seven- 
eighths of the wheat has been shipped, and 
there are a great many farmers in the 
northwest who have shipped their entire 
crop in order to meet their bills, not having 
reserved enough for seed.

Lost After a Gallant Fight. 


THE MEDICAL EXAMINER BILL KILLED 


A Bad Day for Bills of Any Kind—The L't 
tls Ax Getsin Its Work on Almost 
Every Notable Measure. 
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Several much-discussed 2ad highly in- 
teresting measures were acted upon in the 
house yesterday. 

The state reformatory bill of Mr. Mar- 
tin, of Fulton, was under discussion at 
the gession of the previous day and re- 
sunied shortly after the house was called 
#60 order. That it was finally lost was a 
“Matter of deep regret to the many who 
Were enlisted in the struggle for its pas- 
Sage. It was a gallant fight and the speech 


of Mr. Martin in behalf of the bill was gen-- 


@Mally spoken of as one of the most elo- 
» ae efforts heard upon the floor in years. 
‘The vote for the measure was much 
Reavier than its chief opponents had esti- 
Mated it would probably receive, and, under 
numerous adverse circumstances sur- 
nding any legislation just at present 
at carries a large appropriation with it, 

e result was really more of a victory to 

r. Martin than a defeat. 

It would have required only nine 

otes to have put the bill through. 

Mr. Hurst’s resolution depreciating any 
gislation tending toward a union of church 
and state attracted a great deal of interest 
and curiosity, although its defeat was a 
foregone conclusion. Nobody could accuse 
Mr. Hurst of approaching the subject from 
an agnostic standpoint, as he has frequently 
occupied the pulpit himself and on more 
than one occasion opened the house with 
prayer. : 

Mr. Hurst was prepared to make a very 
elaborate argument on the measure, but 
the inexhorable time rule shut him off 
before he was half done. 

The most entertaining speech of the ses- 
sion was that of Dr. Stewart in opposition 
to the medical examiner bill. The doctor 
is a capital mimic and bubbles over with 
wit and humor. He is a perfect type of 
a genial, kindly, scholarly gentleman of 
the old school. When he began to speak the 
members forsook their seats and crowded 
around him in a dense circle that the 
speaker's gavel failed totally to dissipate. 

In the course of his remarks the doctor 
described a young applicant before a board 
of pompous practitioners and his imita- 
tion of the colloquy ensuing convulsed his 
hearers with laughter. No speaker this 
session has been complimented with such 
attention and awarded with such evidences 


of interest. 

The bill waerTost, much to the surprise of 
its advocates. They thought they had a 
safe majority, but the opposition had made 
a still hunt and outgeneraled them. 

The State Reformatory Bill. 

The first special order for the morning was 
the state reformatory bill of,Mr. Martin, 
of Fulton. The bill was before the house 
for final action and Mr. Martin took the 
floor for a closing argument in its behalf. 
A more eloquent and impressive speech has 
been rarely heard upon the fioor of the 
house. It was an appeal for the erring 
young. “Save them!” said Mr. Martin; 
“do not doom.them to everlasting ruin 
by thrusting them into the companionship 
of mature and hardened criminals. ‘here 
is hope for a boy no matter how far astray 
he has gone. AS a purely eco- 
nomic question it is cheaper for 
the state to establish a é reformatory 
than to deai with these young men after 
they have become confirmed in crime. It was 
wise from every imaginable standpoint. Mr. 
Martin wove into his address the beauti- 
full and touching story of Jean val Jean as 
told by Victor Hugo. He read letters from 
the present rison§ lessees nd a. stro 
endorsement of the meabure From ‘captain 
English. He dwelt upon the forgetful sit- 
uation of the mere children who are now 
sentenced to the chaingang and urged the 

-house in the name of humanity to abolish 
a system so cruel and so unwise. 

The address was listened to with marked 
attention, and there was frequently that 
subdued and involuntarily applause which 
is the finest compliment a speaker can re- 
ceive.

Two Amendments. 

Two amendments were offered to the bill 
as follows: 

By Mr. Kendrick of Decatur—To submit 
the entire question to the people at the next 
general election. 

By Mr. Hall of Thomas--To provide that 
the institution be located. on state land ad- 
jacent to the Lunatic Asylum at Milledge- 
ville, or the experimenial farm near Grif- 
fin. Also, that the inmates of the reforma- 
tory be put to work on the experimental 
farm if located at that point. 

Mr. Martin did not object to the latter 
amendment, but on the contrary, = stated 
that he regarded it as good if practicable. 
The amendment of Mr. Kendrick he did 
not believe to be expedient. 

The General Debate. 

Mr. Bailey, of “_Lalding, spoke in favor of 
the measure. hie regard*d it, he said, on 
the line of economy us well as humanity. 

Mir. Wheeler, of Walker, said that he 
Was opposed to the bill. He thought it was 
bad and dangerous. It would simply put 
& prembium on stealing in the state of Geor- 
gia. He moved’ that the committee of the 
whole feport ddversely on the bill. 

Mr. Bailey amended that a -favorable re- 
port be maue. 

The speech ot Mr. Wheeler had the effect 
of bringing Mr. Candler to his feet in de- 
fense of the measure. He was astonished, 
he said, that a member on the floor should 
designate an effort at salvation and reform 
as premium on stealing. The bill was 
one to which every Christian gentleman 
Should respond. Mr. Candler made a most 
€ioquent appeal for the young who were 
now being educated in crime by the con- 
duct of older criminals, and begged the leg- 
islature to blot out the black disgrace on 
the good name of the state, that this in- 
humanity invoived. 

Opposed the Bill. 

Mr. Short, of Marion, made an arzument 
in opposition to the bill. 

“The gentleman from Fulton,” he said, 
“has told all these fine stories apout 
Juno and Jupiter and Jare, but they are a 
Jong ways from the financial condition of 
the state of Georgia. He wouldn't care,”’ 
he continued, “if they established swinging 
gardens for the amusement of the thieves 
of the state provided the state finances could 
stand it.’ He doubted, however, whether the

reformatory would do a particle of good’ 


and at this particular time the finances of 
the state could not stand it. 

Mr. Davis, of Heard, spoke in favor of 
the bill. Although he was “stingy with the 
states money,” he said, “he had visited 
the convict camps and witnessed with his 
own eyes such horrors that he was heart 
and soul in favor of any measure that would 
remove the young boys from their baneful 
influence. 

Mr. Arnold opposed the bill on the general 
ground that young criminals were not to 
be reformed by any gentle measures. 
believed that the reformatory would 
crease crime.

Hill safd he was not in favor-of it at the 
expense of public morals. 

A Frightfal Need. 

Mr. Kendrick, of Terrell, said that he 
had been a member of the penitentiary com- 
mittee and had seen for himself the fright- 
ful neeessity for a move of this kind. Geor- 
gia was able to do anything that she ought 
to do and he trusted that the bill should 
pass the house. 

Mr. Guerrard, of Chatham, stated that he 
believed in the principle of the bill. He 
was convinced, however, that when the 
state’s debts were paid there would be no 
surplus and therefore offered an amend- 
ment.that no appropriation be made until 
18% and 1896. He urged the passage of this 
amendment as a compromise. 

Here he was interrupted by Mr. McBride, 
of Haralson, who moved that the commit- 
tee of the whole rise and report progress 
with leave to sit again. This was obvious- 
ly a step to shelve the meagure and was vig- 
orously opposed to the friengs of the bill. 
When put to vote it was 10st. Ayes 4, 
nays 85. 

Mr. Hall, of Thomas, then spoke in favor 
of his amendment that the site of the 
reformatory be upon state land, if possible, 
adjacent to the lunatic asylum. 

Major Bacon urged the house to spend no 
further time in debate, but to proceed to 
take action on the amendments. Mr. Hull's 
amendment was then read. 

Mr. Graham, of Appling, amended that 
the location of the site be left ,to the dis- 
cretion of the commissioners—that they 
were to choose a site on state land “if ad- 
missible.’’ 

These admendments were adopted. 

Mr. Guerard’s amendment postponing 
the appropriation until 1895-6 was put and 
lost. 

Mr. Martin moved. that the bill be re- 
ported back to the house with a recommen- 
dation that it pass. This was adopted by a 
yote of 78 to 41. A report to that effect was 
then made by the temporary chairman, 

The bill as amended was then put to the 
house. Twenty minutes were allowed for 
final debate which was yielded to Mr. Gra- 
ham, of Appling. He made a concise and 
able argument for the bill. He denied most 
emphatically the assertion that juveniie 
offenders could not be reformed and pro- 
nounced it opposed to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Christianity. Many of the very 
founders of the state; he said, were men 
who had been deported from England as 
criminals. If Shakespeare had lived in 
Georgia when he was punished for the 
crime of poaching the world would have 
lost the greatest genius of the age. The 
souls of men were not to be weighed with 
dollars. 

The vote was then taken. It resulted as 
follows, ayes 79, nays 67. The bill not hav- 
ing received the constitutional majority was 
declared lost. 

A Sensational Explanation. 

Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, chairman of the 
committee on enrollment, rose to a question 
of personal privilege. He desired, he said, 
to make an. explanation. It had been charg- 
ed that the bills were delayed by 
the earelessness of the clerks who 
frequently lost or mislaid them and the in- 
difference of the members of the enrollment 
committee. This he desired to say, was a 
freat injustice. The delay was solely and 
entirely due to the senate in which bills 
lay for days without transmission. He 
could not and did not attempt to explain 
why this was, but desired to state the fact 
for the benefit of those who had been an- 
noyed by the delay. 

The Goodyear Resolution. 

A senate resolution that congress be re- 
quested to make adequate compensation to 
‘Cc. P. Goodyear, of Brunswick, for improve- 
ments in deepening water in the harbor at 
Brunswick was then taken up and wnani- 
mously adopted. 

The Church and Siate Bill. 

The first business taken up by the house 
in the afternoon session was the resolution 
introduced by Mr. Hurst, of .Walton, ex- 
pressing the sense of the general assembly 
“as being antagonistic to all movements 
vVhich look to, or may result in, a union of 
chureh and state.” 

This bill, which on account of its unique 
and unusual character has already attract- 
ed a great deal of attention, was advocated 
by its author in a speech of considerable 
length. He cited a number of instances go- 
ing to show a growing tendency to legisla- 
tion upon religion and pointed out the dan- 
gerous character of such enactments. 

fie laid particular stress upon the laws 
enforcing Sunday observance and _ insisted 
(hat this was a matter which should be 
left to the conscience of the individual. 
Mr. Hurst read from several reports of 
sermons and cited decisions of the supreme 
court in cases of prosecution for Sunday 
violation. Every man should have a right, 
Said the speaker, to worship God according 
to the dictates of his own conscience. 

Mr. Candler quoted from the resolution 
in which reference is made to the decision 
of the United States supreme court on Feb- 
ruary 29,1892, declaring this to be a _ religious 
people and a Christian nation, and asked 
whether Mr. Hurst insisted to have that 
declaration proneunced ‘unwise and undem- 
ocratic,’’ as stated in the resolution. 

“I do not believe that the court had any 
right to make a declaration touching re- 
ligion in any manner whatever,” replied 
Mr. Hurst. 

The resolution was then put to an aye 
and nay vote, but before the resuit was an- 
nounced, the author of the measure moved 
that it lie on the table. This was carried.

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The Medical Examiners’ Bill. 


The much-talked-of bill by Senator Smith, 
of the thirty-fourth, providing for the crea- 
tion of a board of medical examiners, was 
one of the special orders on the calemdar, 
but was not reached until near the tail 
end of the afternoon session. With.the bill 
a substitute was reported. 

its chief features are as follows: Three 
boards of five examiners shall be appointed 
by the governor, each separate and distinet 
from the other. One board shall be from 
the regular school, one from the homeo- 
p#thic school and one from the —~ school 
(the substitute not meaning its character). 
The members of the board shall be physi- 
cians in good standing and graduates from 
regular colleges. They shall be appointed 
for three years. 

These boards are to meet at least once 
a year to examine applicants to practice 
medicine and surgery. Only craduates from 
regular colleges having three full courses 
of six months each will be eligible for 
examination. Each applicant shall pay a 
fee of $10 in advance, and, having passed 
& satisfactory examination,- shall be sup- 
plied with a certilicate permitting him to 
practice. These certificates must be re- 
corded with the' recorder of the county in 
which the holder practices. 

Under this substitute, a graduate desiring 
to practice medicine may choose a board of 
examiners of his own particular school.

A New Code. 

The bill of Mr. Fleming to appoint three 
commissioners to codify the law of Geor- 
gia was the first Business considered for 
tinal action by the house in its evening 
session. The bill provides that the laws 
shall be codified in two volumes—one for 
criminal and one for civil laws, and that the 
commissioners shall be paid $3,000 apiece 
for their work. 

Mr. Fleming took the 
the bill and explained at lengt 
need for such a measure.. The present 
code, he said, was very defective and in- 
complete in many particulars. The books 
could be sold at a figure that would reim- 
burse the state for the expense. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Walker, thought that 
$2,000 apiece was enough for the commis- 
sloners. 

Colonel Fleming opposed any reduction 
and urged that the compensation be suffi- 
cient to obtain the best legal talent. Mir. 
Walker moved that $2,500 be made the fig- 
ure. Mr. Neel, of Floyd, spoke in opposi- 
tion to any reduction and pronounced §%,- 
OM) a very reasonable figure. Mr. Wheeler’s 
amendment was put to vote and lost. 

Mr. Graham, of Appling, thought that it 
was unnecessary to codify the law, but 
that a revision was all that was necessary. 
Tie was given time to prepare an amend- 
ment to that effect against the emphatic 
protest of Mr. Branch, who objected to busi- 
ness being thus blocked. In the interval the 
house was in an uproar. A dozen mem- 
bers tried to get the eye of the speaker at 
once. Mr. Morton, of Clarke, was recog- 
nized. 

“Tl move that we take a recess of half an 
hour,” he said, ‘‘and invite Judge Newsome 
to sing us ‘The Lone Rock By the Sea.’ ”’ 

The house roared with laughter. 

“The gentleman is out of order,”’ said the 
speaker hammering the desk with his 
gavel. 

Mr. Graham’s amendment was finaily read 
It provided for a revision of the statute 
law without codifying the decisions of the 
supreme court. 

Mr. Lewis, of Milton, favored Mr. Gra- 
bam’s amendment and sought a code with 
simple annotations, such as we have at 
present was good enough. 

Mr. Martin, of Fulton, objected to such a 
revision. Every lawyer, he said, had his 
own code revised up to date. What should 
be done was to codify the laws or else let 
the whole matter alone. 

Mr. Rankin, ef Gordon, favored a codifica- 
tion. The bill was, in his opinion, a most 
important one and a new code would De 
a great public benefit.

The State Bank Resolution. 

The senate resolution that congress be 
memorialized to request that it repeal the 
19 per cent tax on state banks was read. 
This is the resolution by Mr. Wilson, of 
the eleventh. A heated debate followed 
upon its reading, several motions being made 
at once as to its disposition. In the midst 
of general confusion, a motion was made 
to lay the measure on the table and put 
to the house. It was stated, at the same 
time, that a substitute for the bill was 
on the desk, but the request that it be 
read failed to obtain unanimous consent. 
Several members objected to voting until 
they heard the substitute, but the yote was, 
nevertheless, pressed and resulted as fol- 
lows: Ayes 25, nays 87. 

The substitute was then made. 

it was the substitute prepared by the 
committee on the state of the republic, and 
covered not only the resolutions read, but 
those upon the same subject prepared by 
Colonel Bacon and by Mr. Ferguson. 

The previsions of this substitute call for 
the coinage of both gold and silver, and 
the restoration of silver as a money of final 
payment, and also protest against the tax 
issue of state banks and the 
nationa: “banking law.

The impressive funeral services were 
heid from St. Philip's church and were con- 
ducted by Bishop Neison, assisted by the 
rector oOL the parish, Rev. WwW. 
khonight. 

A iarge number of friends and acquaint- 
ances gathered to pay their last tribute of 
respect to the man who, in life, was so 
highly honored and who was worthy of it 
all. 

Around the altar a number of exquisite 
emblems were displayed, all of which were 
interpreted to mean that the depar ted vVes- 
tryman, who had been so de voted to his 
church om earth, had found an everlasting 
membership in the communion of the 
church triump yhant. 

It was 3 o’clock when the long funeral, 
which had slowly wended its way from the 
late home of the deceased, arrived in tront 
of the door of the church. 

Preceded by the bishop and rector, both 
arrayed in their impressive gowns, the cas- 
ket was borne = aiong the aisles to its 
position directly in front of the altar. 

The solemn and familiar accents of the 
funerdi passage 
the life’? were sounded by the rector, as the 
sorrowful company entered the aoor ot 
the church. 

No words of tender eulogy came from the 
pulpit, but the beautiful service of the kpis- 
copal church, made up of prayers and an- 
thems, chanted over the remains of the 
dead, were full of the tenderness of consola- 
tion and produced a soothing effect upon 
the grief of every one present. 

After the requiem was chanted a beauti- 
ful solo was sung by Mr. Randolph Rose, 
whose strong and sympathetic voice com- 
peltely filled the sanctuary. 

An earnest prayer was then offered by 
the bishop, after which a congregation 
hymn was sung and the funeral. exercises 
were concluded. 

In addition to the pallbearers, made up 
of intimate friends and associates of Major 
Arnold, the vestry of St. Philip’s church 
were present at the funeral in a body and 
served as an escort to the remains of their 
late associate and brother in the church. 

Among those present were many who had 
been identified with Major Arnold ‘in his 
secular and business enterprises, and their 
sorrowful faces attested the sore grief 
which they felt in the loss which they had 
sustained. 

Few men in.so short a time have impréss- 
ed their individuality upon the city’s growth 
as Major Arnold. Endowed with a wonder- 
ful amount of energy, operating as tiie 
active force and agent of a mind, strongly 
built, and filled with practical business 
ideas, Major Arnold was wel! equipped for 
the station which he occupied and the in- 
fluence of his labors in this city will be 
largely felt throughout Atlanta’s subse- 
quent development. 

In his outward bearing and demeanor, 
Major Arnold was a living impersonation of 
the days of chivalry. Courtly and elegant 
in his manners he impressed every one as 
being a typical and polished gentleman.
